ING YACHTS IN COMMISSION. 


An l»ttmato of tho Kxponrtoc ns Vlc-n-e<l 


From tlio Standpoint of >ro<loratioii. 
Vlnit Yaclitlne Has In Common tVlth 


It lias boon said thnt it cost the owner $10,- 


000 to keep tbo Huron ui commission duriiip: 
tbo yachting season. This statcmort has led 
ninny ircoi)lo to womlor whether such an out- 
lay is customary among yachtsmen. 


There aro fow yachttitncn whodovoto thoni- 


sclves entirely to their vessels during tho sea- 
son, so it must follow that many other pleas- 
ures occii]>y their leisure summer timo, to say 
nothing of tho romaining eight or nino months 
of tho year. In order to keep up the samo 
monetary pace in all tho festivities \vuMi on- 
sue between Now Year's and Christmas, tho 
$10,000 yachtsman should Imvo an income of 
not less than $100,000, provided he has any in- 
tention of living within his resources or of 
accumulating a nest egg. 


USTISIATI.VG THE COST. 


Boston yachtsmen uro not, us a rule, so ex- 


travairmit; as their Now York brethren, and 
many of thorn socm to think that unless a 
man is prodigal in his sjilt vater hospitality 
hu should be uMo to woathor tho season with- 
out crossing tho $.",000 lino. 'Tho Huron's 
owner must have thrown a good do.il of his 
money overboard if his boat cost him $10,000 
every year," said ixgontlenmn who o\vns ono of 
thu largest and best known yachts in eastern 
waters, and as tho unhappy proprietor of tlio 
Huron hurt not tho reputation of an extrava- 
gant host there would seem to bo a great deal 
of truth in this assertion.
